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Lifeguards' quick actions save 10-year-old girl

Thanks to three lifeguards 
who did exactly what they 
were trained to do, a 10-year- 
old girl is recovering from a 
near-drowning at Memorial 
Pool in Niagara-on-the- 

On duty at the pool Sunday 
afternoon were Alexander 
Mills, Daniel Kulchar and 
Vanessa Fabiani. 

Mills was the first to notice 
Annika Ng, a girl he had seen 
at the pool and knew to be a 
good swimmer, at the bot¬ 
tom in the deep end. 

He heard two girls talk 
about jumping in at the spot 
where she had been swim¬ 
ming, and when he looked to 
see if she was out of the way, 
he saw her on the floor of the 

He called to Kulchar to 
phone EMS, and dove in. 

She was motionless and 
not breathing when Mills, 18, 
pulled her up and got her on 
deck, with the help of Fabiani, 
16, just finishing her first sea¬ 
son as a lifeguard. 

She soon began coughing 
up water and blood, and as 
they quickly got her into 
recovery position she began 
breathing, but with difficul¬ 
ty-

By the time the EMS crew 
arrived—Mills said thank¬ 
fully they seemed to get there 
in no time—he was glad to 
hear her breathing, trying to 
talk and coming to. 

The lifeguards are relieved 
to know that because of their 
quick actions—they estimate 
she was in the water less 
than 10 seconds—she will 
recover. 


It all happened so quickly, 
Mills said, that when speak¬ 
ing about it afterward, he 
realized there were ques¬ 
tions he couldn't answer. 

“You just do what you have 
to do, and everything falls 
into place. We did everything 
we were taught to do. It felt 
right at the time, and it was.” 

The enormity of the situa¬ 
tion didn't really sink in until 
he was trying to go to sleep 
Sunday night, when he 
began replaying the after¬ 
noon in his head. Mostly he 
was kept awake by the 
thought of what could have 
happened, he said. 

All three young adults said 


that since Sunday, they are 
even more aware of the 
responsibility of their job. 

“We know that anything 
can happen, and we know 
that our training works," said 
Mills. 

It has also made them 
more aware of health issues, 
said Kitlchar. They know now 
that Annika had a seizure as 
a result of an illness she suf¬ 
fered last spring, but nothing 
they saw at the pool that day 
prepared them for that— 
there were no signs of con¬ 
vulsions, which they would 
have expected, he said. 

Gordon Ng, Annika’s 
father, said she was at the 


pool with his mother watch¬ 
ing her, but even if he had 
been there himself, he 
doesn’t think the events of 
the afternoon would have 
been any different, although 
he does worry that he wasn't 
paying enough attention to 
the impact of the illness she 
suffered in April. 

She was in hospital in 
Hamilton for three weeks 
with viral encephalitis, and 
when she came home, he 
was happy to see her well, 
wanting to return to school. 
He just wanted her to have a 
normal summer and “get 
back her childhood” after 
the ordeal she had suffered, 


he said. 

He is filled with gratitude 
that the lifeguards on duty 
did what they had been 
trained to do. “They seem 
very young, but also very 
mature. I owe them every¬ 
thing. I thank them from the 
bottom of my heart.” 

He has spoken to them to 
say thank you, but it was 
rushed, and he had his 
daughter’s health on his 
mind. He is looking forward 
to the time, soon, he hopes, 
that he can take Annika with 
him to properly thank them. 

“I'm sure Annika will want 
to thank them too.” 

Tuesday morning, he was 


waiting for his daughter to 
regain consciousness. 

“I just want her to wake up 
and talk to me. " 

By afternoon, he had his 
wish. Annika was awake, 
responding, and breathing 
on her own. Her throat was 
very sore from the tubes, he 
said, but her speech was get¬ 
ting stronger by the hour. 
There was still water in her 
lungs to be suctioned, "but I 
am confident she'll make a 
full recover. The doctor and 
nurse said she'll be a new 
person tomorrow 

(Wednesday)."

Ng moved to NOTL 12 
years ago, after, like so many 
others, visiting the town as a 
tourist and falling in love 
with it. 

"I just closed up my office 
in Toronto and moved here. I 
had no idea what I was going 

He continues his work 
from here, and he and his 
wife have a store on Queen 


Street. 

He believes as strongly as 
ever that NOTL is a great 
place to raise a family. 

"Everyone has been so ter¬ 
rific to us, everybody is so 

Annika is a top student at 
Ecole Saint Antoine in 
Niagara Falls, and a piano 
prodigy. But Ng just wants 
her home where she can 
enjoy the rest of her summer 
and her childhood, he said. 


“I don’t know what we’ll 
do for the rest of the sum¬ 
mer. We’ll figure that out 
when we get her home.” 

Vi Mills, Alexander’s 
grandmother, has been the 
supervisor at the pool for 
decades. She began as a life¬ 
guard there in 1972, and had 
a young boy, also about 10, 
slip off the diving board, hit 
his head on the deck and 
sink in the deep end. 

The results were the same, 


she said—she did rescue 
breathing, everyone did 
what they were supposed to 
do, he was in the hospital for 
a few days and the story had 
a happy ending. That’s the 
last such incident until 
Sunday. 

She continues to train life¬ 
guards at the pool, and every 
other Monday, they have in- 
service meetings where they 
review life-saving practices, 
talking through just such 


scenarios as occurred 
Sunday and practising them 

She is enormously proud 
of the three lifeguards who 
did what they were supposed 
to do, and also relieved that 
their training worked and 
that Annika will recover. 

“I’m so thankful that it 
wasn’t what it could have 
been, and I’m so proud of all 
of them. They are very seri¬ 
ous about their job. They 


know their responsibility, 
and they take it to heart.” 

She's also grateful that the 
public, including parents 
and their children who come 
to swim, might better under¬ 
stand now the job these 
young people do. 

“It’s not glamorous. 
They’re not just sitting in the 
sun. It’s a lot of responsibility 
and they deserve recogni¬ 
tion for what they do here 
every day.”

With two grants from 
the government providing 
$30,000, Brown says he is 
planning on a classy atmo¬ 
sphere for Niagara Passion.

Whether in the air or on the 
ground, the Civil Air Rescue 
Emergency Service (CARES) is 
proud to call Niagara District 
Airport its headquarters. 

CARES will be at the Niagara 
District Airport open house on 
Saturday with their emergency res¬ 
cue van and equipment they use. 

CARES is a non-profit program 
which is part of the national Civil 
Air Search and Rescue Association 
(which runs across Canada. 


Volunteers are trained to profes¬ 
sional standards in search and res- 

There are 11 units in Ontario, 
says Randy Klaassen, Vice- 
President of Civil Air Rescue 
Emergency Service Niagara. 

Each member provides a cru¬ 
cial role whether they are trained 
for searching on the ground or in 
the air. 

“The main role is to support 
search and rescue and to promote 


aviation safety.” 

Klaassen says it is his love of 
aviation which has inspired him to 
join the volunteer unit. 

"Since childhood, I’ve had a fas¬ 
cination with aviation. I got to a 
stage in life when I realized I wasn’t 
going to be a pilot and that's what 
got me here.” 

Although it hasn’t happened 
yet, if he gets the call, Klaassen will 
board a Cessna 182 and act as a 
spotter for a pilot. 


“When training, most people 
assume the pilot is in command of 
the operation, and they are not in 
charge. It takes concentration to fly 
an aircraft and often times it is the 
navigator for a pilot who is in 

The importance of CARES 
Niagara to Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
airport goes back to the Second 
World War when the airport was 
used as a training school for sol¬ 
diers, says Klaassen. 


“It’s a small airport, but it has 
played a major role in Canada’s 
aviation history. The renovations 
which have updated the facilities 
provide an important investment 
for its future.”

September to June, on Thursday 
evenings.

resident Evelyn Eaton had 
a dilemma—she was look¬ 
ing at boxes of documents 
she was ready to dispose 
of, but didn’t want to just 
put them out with the recy¬ 
cling. 

She knows it doesn't 
take much for someone to 
commit identity theft - all it 
takes is a few bits of paper 
with the right information 
to fall into the wrong per¬ 
son’s hands and suddenly 
your security is in jeopardy. 


She has a shredder at 
home, but although it 
works for small quantities 
of paper, it overheats if she 
tries to do too much at 

So, frustration mount¬ 
ing over the piles of paper, 
she began making some 
phone calls, looking for 
another solution. 

She got in touch with 
Shred-It, a company that 
offers a secure shredding 
process. It will bring a truck 


around that will either 
shred documents on site or 
take them away to be 
destroyed in a secure man¬ 
ner, guaranteeing the con¬ 
fidentiality of private docu¬ 
ments. She’d seen the 
Shred-It truck at the NOTL 
Public Library, and thought 
maybe she could take her 
documents there next time 
the truck was in town. 

She was told that wasn’t 
possible—that the truck 
could come to her house, 


but the service is expensive 
for an individual who just 
wants to get rid of the few 
boxes of papers that are 
piling up in the basement. 

That led to a fundraising 
idea for Eaton, a long-time 
member of the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Hospital 
Auxiliary. 

On Saturday Aug. 27, a 
Shred-It truck will be at the 
new community centre 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
destroying documents for 


anybody who has papers to 
dispose of. 

There will be a charge— 
$5 for one banker’s box, 
three boxes for $12. 

Documents can be 
dropped off in any contain¬ 
er—a big garbage bag if 
that’s easiest—but they will 
be dumped first into the 
boxes just to get an idea of 
cost, says Eaton.

Once she had decided 
on the fundraiser and made 
the phone call to Shred-It, 
she was delighted to be told 
the company would donate 
its truck, equipment and 
personnel for the day, so 
that all proceeds can go to 
the hospital auxiliary.

Police endorsed it as a good 
idea, as did the Meridian 
Credit Union, which has 
provided some funding to 
help advertise the event.

seen such information 
curbside in recycling box¬ 
es—even credit card 
cheques, which if picked 
up could allow someone 
access to cash. 

Criminals can watch 
and pick up bits of infor¬ 
mation over a period of 
months, including social 
insurance numbers on tax 
returns or a driver’s licence 
number. 

“A seasoned criminal 
will spend a lot of time col¬ 
lecting whatever is neces¬ 
sary to build a false identi¬ 
ty,” he said. 

But even without the 
fear of fraud, “just from a 


privacy standpoint, why 
would you want someone 
to know your business?” 

Banks have to be 
extremely cautious about 
how they dispose of papers 
that contain private infor¬ 
mation—Meridian uses 
Shred-It, he said—and cus¬ 
tomers would expect no 


Yet they think nothing of 
putting their own personal 
papers out at the curb. 

“And the alternative is 
so simple. Shred it.” 

Eaton feels the fundrais¬ 
er is a win-win situation all 
around—residents can dis¬ 
pose of personal papers 


and protect themselves 
from having those papers 
fall into the wrong hands, 
and the hospital will bene¬ 
fit from the funding for 
future projects on the hos¬ 
pital’s wish list, including 
the replacement of some 
patient lifts, the purchase 
of comfortable chairs for 
loved ones staying with 
patients in palliative care, 
and furnishings for the 
activities room, which is 
being revamped.

1956 to house about 200 stu¬ 
dents drew from two com¬ 
munities: Virgil and the Old 
Town. 

When it closed, it was still 
a small school, although it 
had relied on portables for 
several years, with its own 
close community of families 
who were very active and 
involved in school life. 

As its students prepare to 
begin their upcoming school 
year at Crossroads, still 
under construction on 
Niagara Stone Road, some of 
Butler’s memorabilia is 
packed away in boxes that 
are now being stored at the 
Niagara Historical Museum, 
waiting for a home. 

When Butler closed, items 
such as photographs, tro¬ 
phies, year books and sports 
uniforms that had not been 
claimed by school families 
were packed up and deliv¬ 
ered to the museum on 
Castlereigh Street, where 
managing director Sarah 
Maloney sorted through the 
mementos of more than 50 
years of school life, deter¬ 
mining what to keep as part 
of the museum’s collection. 


She hopes to put together 
an exhibit of the four Niagara- 
on-the-Lake schools that 
have closed recently—Niag¬ 
ara District Secondary 
School, Laura Secord, Virgil 
and Butler. 

But in the meantime, she 
is left with two boxes of 
Butler odds and ends that 
she can’t keep—one trophy 
for most improved student 
from the years 1991 to 2009, 
year books, uniforms, pen¬ 
nants (one from a 1978 soc¬ 
cer tournament), photo¬ 
graphs, videos of school 
plays, and some information 
about the history and struc¬ 
ture of the building. 

She contacted die school 
board to see if anyone there 
wanted the bits and pieces 
that she can’t accept as part 
of the museum’s collection, 
but nobody responded. 

“We hope these items find 
good homes where they can 
be enjoyed by people who 
will find them meaningful," 
she said.

come easy. It is not always 
easy to meet the needs of a 
friend or an ill person and 
the same holds true for the 
efforts of Wells of Hope,” 


says van der Zalm. 

The Wells of Hope fami¬ 
ly—and particularly the 
van der Zalm family, who 
for several years have trav¬ 
elled to Guatemala in 
January as a family, all five 
children and wife Marian 
accompanying Ted—have 
come to know first-hand 
the needs of the poor in the 
rural areas of one of the 
poorest countries in the 

“The people struggling 
to survive and carve out a 
living in the mountainous 
regions of this country are 
no longer ‘the poor’ to us. 
They have become our best 
friends. Their children 
have become our children 
and their struggles have 
become our struggles. One 
cannot ignore their child 
when the child is ill or suf¬ 
fering.” 

With the help of the 


NOTL community, he said, 
‘our efforts are paying off.” 

This year Wells of Hope 
completed what was origi¬ 
nally planned as a three- 
year initiative in only two 
years, delivering fresh, 
clean drinking water to 800 
families. 

Not only are countless 
women freed from the 
need to daily haul buckets 
of brown, dirty, bacteria- 
infested water up and 
down mountain slopes, 
says van der Zalm, children 
have been saved who oth¬ 
erwise would have died 
from the unsafe water that 
they had no choice but to 
drink. 

The van der Zalm family 
is having to adjust to 
change in other ways—Ted, 
a teacher at Denis Morris 
who works one semester 
and then travels to 
Guatemala in January, is 


drilling wells to supple¬ 
ment his family’s income. 

He and his wife Miriam 
are also facing for the first 
time, after nine years of 
taking their children with 
them, leaving one of them 
at home when they go. 

Their oldest, Sarah, has 
graduated from high school 
and will begin her studies 
at Brock University in 
September, and so will be 
unable to take the time off 
to travel with her family. 

“We’re at a huge cross¬ 
roads, facing the challenge 
of leaving one of our kids 
behind. But we’re making 
the sacrifices we need to 
make in order to do what 
needs to be done." 

Wells of Hope also needs 
to focus on more creative 
ways to raise money, he 
said.
